GRANTS 

Grants do not have to be 
repaid. Grants are awarded on the 
basis of financial need. Free 
Application for Federal Student Aid 
(FAFSA) forms may be obtained 
through high school counselors, the 
Shelton State Counseling Center or 
Financial Aid department, or online 
at www.fafsa.ed.gov. 




Federal Pell Grants are avail- 
able to eligible students. Eligibility is 
based on a Congressional formula 
and is determined by the federal 
processor. Award amounts are pro- 
rated based on the number of hours 
for which the student is enrolled. 
Only undergraduate students who 
have not previously received a 
bachelor's degree are eligible. 

Federal Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity 
Grants (FSEOG) are available to 
students pursuing a first bache- 
lor's degree who show exception- 
al financial need. (Due to limited 
FSEOG funds, students with 
completed application files by 
March 15th will be given priority 
in consideration.) 



SCHOLARSHIPS 

Shelton State offers competi- 
tive scholarships to qualified stu- 
dents, both current high school 
seniors as well as currently 
enrolled Shelton State students.

Shelton State is an open 
admissions college; so all stu- 
dents with a high school diploma 
or GED are eligible for admission. 
To be admitted, students must 
submit a complete application, 
and arrange for an official high 
school transcript or a GED certifi- 
cate to be sent to the admissions 
office by the issuing agency. 

Students who have attended 
another college must submit an 
official copy of their transcript(s) 
from each college they have 
attended. Transient students (visit 



ing students), must submit a letter 
of transiency stating approved 
course(s) from their home institu- 
tion each term they are enrolled at 
Shelton State. 

Entering students must take 
the COMPASS assessment 
before registering or have 
acceptable ACT or SAT scores. 
Assessment exemptions are 
given for students meeting cer- 
tain criteria.

If you have an ACT/SAT 
exemption (see assessment policy), 
bring a copy of your scores to the 
Assessment Coordinator in the 
Counseling Center located on the 
first floor of the Martin Campus.

S.T.A.R.T UP DAY 

Attend your assigned S.T.A.R.T 
Up Day. Space in each S.T.A.R.T. 
Up Day session is limited. You will 
receive your assignment for a 
S.T.A.R.T. Up Day when you take 
the COMPASS Assessment or 
when you bring in your ACT 
scores. It is very important that you 
attend your assigned S.T.A.R.T. Up 
Day and that you arrive on time. If 
you cannot attend your assigned 
session, you should call (205) 391- 
2901 at least three days in 
advance to reserve a space in the 
next available session. Students will 
not be permitted to attend a session 
without first reserving a space. 



During the assigned time, you 
will be advised and registered for 
college. 

TUITION 

Pay your tuition. Payment is 
due on the day you register. 

It is advisable to begin the 
admissions process as early as 
possible. To be assigned a 
S.T.A.R.T. Up Day, a student 
should have completed the 
COMPASS" Assessment or in 
the case of an ACT or SAT 
exemption, contacted the 
Assessment Coordinator in the 
Counseling Center during the 
semester prior to enrolling. 
Students are not required to 
have an ACT or SAT score for 
admission. However, to be eligi- 
ble for an Academic Scholarship, 
an ACT or SAT score must be 

submitted.
